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ROSE FAMILIES AND THEIR CHARACTERISTICS 


“‘The success of the Rose in this country is very largely a question 
of the selection of adaptable varieties.”’—Dnr. Liserty H. BaILey. 


The illustrations at the foot of this page will give you some idea of the 
comparative size and habit of growth of five different families of Roses, or, 
more correctly speaking, five different types. The index on pages 8 and 9 
will show you to which type each rose in this “Guide” belongs. 

For the average Rose-bed, the Teas and Hybrid Teas (3A; see pages 16 to 
40) are planted more extensively than any other one family. 

Next to these In importance and use come probably the Baby Ramblers 
(2; see pages 44 and 45) extensively used for massing in beds, also for borders 
for beds, pathways, and places where low growth and continuous bloom 
are desired. 

Hybrid Perpetuals (3B; see pages 52 to 57) perhaps, are next in im- 
portance. 

The type designated as Shrub Roses, Rugosas, etc. (4; see pages 46 to 51) 
include also a great many of the Species. These are particularly well adapted 
for planting as awn specimens or along the border of the lawn in groups, or 
in special locations where size of bush ts desired as well as plenty of bloom. 

The Pillar Roses (5) come half way in height between the Hybrid Per- 
petuals and Climbers. They might be called semi-climbers for they easily 
attain a height of from five to eight feet and go no further. They can best be 
handled as illustrated, that is, fastened to a stake, and can be made truly 
effective. | 

Little explanation is necessary for the Climbers (6; see pages 60 to 69) 
which also vary greatly in length of stem and character of growth, as well 
as in habit of bloom. 

These Climbing classes will be found described in greater 
detail on pages 61 and 62. 

Probably the least important group here shown are the 
creeping Roses, there are so few of them, but they are very 
valuable for planting on steep slopes, for retaming em- 
bankments, covering stumps, stone walls and, indeed, beau- 
tifying many an unsightly spot. 


There are few places about a suburban house or [ot 
where some type of Rose will not grow. A creeping Rose 
for an embankment, Baby Roses for the base of a 
porch, or a pillar Rose may be all you have room 
for, but even if you have space 
for only one plant, why not —§ 
have a Rose? c ; 
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HINTS ON SUCCESS WITH ROSES 


Roses need a good, healthy, well-drained soil, one that would grow a fair 
vegetable crop is best, and treat it as you would any garden. Give it a yearly 
addition of well-rotted manure, but do not overdo it or it will cause root-rot. 
What Roses need most is a stimulant now and then im the form of liquid manure. 
Place in a barrel, im a hidden corner of the garden, a bushel of fresh cattle manure 
or a peck of chicken droppings, and fill with water. In a few days, the water is 
ready for use. Vo apply it, dig a little trench, saucer-like, around the plant; fill 
it first with water to open up the capillaries of the soil, and when this has drained, 
fill it with the liquid manure. If not convenient, the next best substitute is 
Stim-U-Plant tablets (see page 13). Directions for use are in each package. 


Summer Disbudding 


In many sections, the Jong days of hot sunshine of midsummer interfere with the 
quality of the blooms of the Hybrid Tea Roses, most varieties at that time giving 
blooms that are smaller, off color, and of poor lasting qualities. 

Broadly speaking, there are only two seasons when roses do really bloom to per- 
fection—spring and autumn. Unless the plants are given some rest from their spring 
effort, one can hardly expect a profusion of perfect blooms in the autumn, and we know 
of some experts who prefer the autumn blooms, the color and tints being more brilliant. 
If the flower-buds are pinched off from the middle of July to about August 15 (Phila- 
delphia latitude), the late summer and autumn blooms will rival and, for some varieties, 
excel the spring blooms. 


“An Ounce of Prevention is Worth a Pound of Cure” 


Many a good Rose has been given a bad reputation because its owner was 
unfamiliar with the causes and prevention of diseases. Of course, there are some 
strains of Roses more susceptible to diseases than others. We have endeavored 
to indicate clearly when this occurs. For example, the Pernetiana Roses, listed 
with the Hybrid Teas, as a class are most in need of protection, and wherever 
these appear in this catalogue, they are marked (Pernet.). 

The two most prevalent maladies attacking Rose plants are mildew and black- 
spot. These are not mherent to the plant any more than typhoid fever is inherent 
to the human race. They are contracted diseases caused by surrounding condi- 
tions, either atmosphere or soil, or both. If these are favorable for the mnfection, 
some plants of a weaker constitution may contract diseases quicker than others, 
the same as some people will succumb to an epidemic and others will resist 
altogether or throw it off. 

If the plants are permitted to drop their Ieaves (and such is the result of black- 
spot), they become partly, and often totally dormant, causing summer and fall 
blooming to be seriously compromised if not altogether stopped. 

The spores of these fungous diseases are wind-borne, attacking the foliage with- 
out warning when it is wet with dew or rain, and it behooves all gardeners to be 
on the safe side and use precautionary measures, without waiting until the plants 
are affected; it may then be too IJate. 

The first step in warding off diseases is to keep the plants “fit” and growmg 
vigorously by frequent hoeing and occasional feeding; then spray or preferably 
dust the plants regularly with “Star Rose Dust” (see page 13) every ten to twelve 
days, starting when the first flower-buds appear. 

Dr. L. M. Massey, of Cornell University, who is a specialist on Rose diseases 
for the American Rose Society, sponsors “Star Rose Dust’? and furthermore, 
advocates Its application contrary to usual practice, when the leaves appear to 
be dry. They are always moist enough for the dust to adhere. There follows a 
chemical reaction which covers the Jeaves with a film msulation deadly to the 
spores which may come in contact with it when the foliage becomes wet.

YBRID TEAS are the most beautiful of everblooming Roses. From 
H earliest Rose-time until killmg frost, they are scarcely ever without 

bloom. The expensive Roses from the florists’ shops are Hybrid Teas, 
many of which do well outdoors in beds where they cover themselves with 
lovely flowers which may be cut at will. They provide infinite variety in 
form, in soft tints and sparkling colors. Some are double; some are single; 
and there are all degrees between. There are delightful shades of tinted, 
white, pink and red; yellow in all tones from cream to gold, and coppery hues 
like burning bronze.

*GENERAL MACARTHUR. Bright crimson; notable for its fragrance, and

This family of Roses are perfectly at home in the North because they are 
very hardy, though winter protection will not hurt them a bit. A few of them, 
like Frau Karl Druschki, Mrs. John Laing, George Arends, and some others, 
do bloom again in the autumn or late summer, but the majority do not deserve 
the name Perpetual as to bloom. No words, however, can describe their 
appearance in June, when they burst like silent fireworks, glorifying the 
garden with a profusion of giant, fragrant Roses, radiant in white and red and 
pink. There are no reliable yellows. 

This class is not so liable to black-spot as are the Pernetianas, but some 
kinds, like General Jacqueminot, Ulrich Brunner, and Magna Charta, and 
even Frau K. Druschki, will be bothered with both mildew and black-spot 
if these diseases are prevalent near by and unchecked. 

During the weeks of June and early July, the Hybrid Perpetuals produce 
far more flowers than any everblooming sort, and almost all of them can be 
made to bloom in the fall by proper pruning and feeding, but they are alto- 
gether worth while for their unique June splendor alone. In this class are

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HARDY CLIMBING ROSES 


These are the best Roses to use to introduce Roses where Roses have not 
been. Because of their hardiness, their vigor, their adaptability, and their 
wonderful beauty when m bloom, they come nearly being “‘the one best bet” 
in Rose-growing. 

The modern hardy climbing Rose is as different from the climbers our 
grandfathers knew as a Rolls-Royce car is from an ox-team. Both the ox- 
team and the automobile get there, and the old Prairie Queen and the modern 
Dr. W. Van-Fleet also both get there, because both are vigorous, hardy, and 
adaptable. But the breadth and richness of color, the variation in size and 
form of flower, the introduction of many different habits of bloom, the 
wonderful adaptability to various uses, that characterize the modern hardy 
climbing Roses, make the above comparison seem not too extravagant. 

Now we have varieties the flowers of which are as large and quite as 
beautiful as any borne on Hybrid Teas, and in color ranging from deepest 
crimson and brightest scarlet all the way to pure white, through intermediate 
shades of pink and salmon. To this we add now definite and dependable 
yellow flowers, as well as many lovely sorts that are canary or chrome m bud 
and open to delightful whiteness. 

The hardy climbing Roses are broadly in two major types, the older of 
Japanese Multiflora bloom, characterized 
mostly by large clusters of relatively small 
flowers, while the other, the Wichuraiana 
type, though not infrequently showmg the 
cluster habit, tends mostly to much 
larger flowers, running 3 inches across, 
and over, and in all grades of doubleness, 
from the exquisite single Roses to the 
many-petaled forms. 

These two broad classes are by no 
means firmly established, for there have 
been innumerable hybrids between them, 
which 1s why we do not separate them, 
but call the class that of hardy climbers. 

All the hardy climbers are of vigorous 
growth, and some of them are rampant in 
their habit, making canes 10 feet or more 
each year. They are usually easy to 
handle, being quite resistant to insects 
and diseases. Some of them in certam 
seasons are subject to mildew, but that 
bother may usually be averted by the use 
of “Star Rose Dust”’ (see page 13) which will 
also take care of occasional attacks of 
the green plant lice and leaf-eating 
insects. Most of the hardy climbers are

not subject to black-spot, but where they are, the same excellent protective 
dusting will care for the situation. 

Hardy climbing Roses, may be divided broadly into two types, the lIarge- 
flowered, such as Dr. W. Van Fleet, and the cluster-flowered type, such as 
Dorothy Perkins. In no class of Roses we think Is proper pruning more 
important than in hardy climbers. Remember, they should be pruned as 
soon as possible after they have finished blooming, usually in July, for mainly 
on the growth of new branches made in summer and fall will they bloom the 
following spring. (Full instructions for pruning will be sent on request.) 

The breadth of opportunities for using hardy climbers has not yet been 
developed as it ought to be. Everyone recognizes the way in which they may 
be trained to cover a trellis or a porch, or even a house; few know how 
beautiful they are trained on stakes, or pipe posts from 4 to 8 feet in height, 
in English pillar form. These Roses will make an old stone fence an object 
of magical beauty when covered with their burst of bloom, and will soften its 
outlines the rest of the year with good branches, good foliage, and, not 
infrequently, the scarlet seed-vessels called “hips.” Embankments can be 
held and covered with hardy climbers, and the Pennsylvania Railroad, not 
far from Philadelphia, as well as the New York, New Haven & Hartford, 
north of New York City, have done wonders m economic maintenance 
through the use of hardy climbing Roses, which also 
excite the admiration of the passing traveler whenin 
bloom. Allowed to grow at will, or with the slightest 
training on fences, or self supporting, superb 
hedges can be worked out of hardy climbers, 
and, as well, lovely specimen plants on the 
lawn. With just a little training they can 
be interspersed in shrubbery, among lilacs, 
or spireas, or deutzias, being far more beau- 
tiful than any of these when 
out of bloom. 

In central New York one wise - 
lover of mankind has planned to 
use the hardy climbers to dis- 
tinguish a stretch of improved 
highway. Many a farm lane 
would become a restful place if 
these easily handled self-main- 
taining growths were given a 
chance. 

The arrangement which fol- 
lows shows the climbers in 
classes which ought to make 
their choice easy. Order what
